JOHN A. MURRELL, 
THE GREAT WESTERN LAND PIRATE. 


Departure for the Yazoo Pass—The Messenger 
of Evil Tidings—Consternation in the Morass 
—Demolition— Scattering of the Elements— 
Murrell’s Secret Circular—The Visit to the 
Purchase—The Yazoo Pass—The Separation 
—The Certificate of Hunold—Corroboration

Having now secured his first object by Mur- 
rell’s arrest, Mr. Stewart, with every new mo- 
ment of reflection, beeame impressed with the 
necessity of obtaining evidence te corroborate 
‘thefeeafessidns of the accused, and to strengthen 
his own statements. This he considered not 
only important to the matter in issue, but neces- 
sary, also, to the protection of his private repu- 
tation and veracity. 

Murrell had told him, among other things, 
that Mr. Henning’s ‘negroes had been sent in 
eharge of some of the subordinate agents of his 
clan, down the Mississippi to the Yazoo Pass, 
where, if a market offered, they were to be sold. 
Hoping to find them there, he determined to 
proceed at once to that part of the country, ac- 
eompanied by a son ef Mr. Henning, for the pur- 
pose of evertaking and reclaiming them. 

In coming to this conclusion, Mr. Stewart 
found himself obliged to neglect important in- 
terests of his own, which now called him to the 
Choctaw Purchase. He had left his property 
and business in the hands of a man named Mat. 
thew Clanton, who, though perfectly substantial 
and in good repute, was not capable of making 
certain investments, which at that time promised 
sudden and heavy profits. Setting aside the 
calculations of trade, however, in the devouring 
excitement which had taken possession of his 
mind, he waited upon young Henning and stated 
his determination. Henning immediately agreed 
to the proposal, and on the following morning, 
the two young men set out together for Man. 
chester, Mississippi. 

We must not forget Watkins, the courier who 
receiving the message from Murrell’s wife on the 
night of the arrest, had mounted his horse and 
started in the direction of the Arkansas rendez. 
vous. Swiftly and faithfully did the marauder 
ride in despite the cutting wind that kert sting- 
ing him for his sharp progress ; and the morning 
found him pausing only for the refreshment of a 
hasty meal, and the aid of a fresh horse. He 
then sped on again. 

In brief time he arrived at the Mississippi 
bank, crossed the river, passed rapidly from hut 
to hut on the Arkansas shore, scattering his bad 
news until he at length arrived at the cabin on 
the island. A few blows from his riding whip 
dealt the mystic signal on the door, and burst- 
img in as soon as it was opened, he communi- 
eated his thrilling information in a breath toa 
council of some dozen men, whe were debating 
en business at the time. 

The news of Watkins created the greatest 
consternation among the inmates of the hut, and 
fer the first few moments all was terror and con- 
fasion. A thousand questions were asked for 
the few answers that could be gives, and several 














plans of precaution, of vengeance, and of assist- 
ance were proposed upon the spot. The first 
measures that seemed necessary, however, were 
ones of precaution, and despatching Watkins 
back, with assurances that measures of assist- 
ance would be instantly devised, the marauders 
commenced demolishing the eouncil hut. Before 
the night of the day on which they had received 
the news, it was levelled with the ground; the 
logs were made in a raft, shoved into the lake, 
and towed into an obscure cove. The furniture 
was distributed among the various cabins scat- 
tered about the morass; on the empty site were 
hastily planted several small cedars, and the 
whole area strewed over with a thick carpet of 
dead leaves, that completely concealed the fresh 
and broken ground. There was a little clearing, 
but no evidences of a habitation; and when a 
band of regulators visited the spot some weeks 
afterwards, they were disappoiated in finding 
any traces of the celebrated counci) hut. The 
main marauders had slipped away, and the rest 
had distributed themselves like rats among the 
mean cabins of the morass, relying for safety 
upon their apparent poverty and insignificance. 

The Barney's, Loyd’s and Tucker’s, and some 
others of the most respectable and prominent, 
who had wood-yards on the river, held their 
ground, and continued in the prosecution of an 
ostensibly legitimate business. But the agitation 
was intense. Secret meetings were held every 
night. Emissaries were despatched north and 
south to spread the news, and to watch the 
course of Stewart, and plan after plan was pro- 
posed for the rescue of the chief. 

In the meantime, the imprisoned robber was 
himself contriving schemes to circumvent the 
steps which had been taken against him. His 
wife was admitted in to see him after his first 
day’s confinement, and to her he confided his 
plans and communicated his directions. On 
learning the departure of Stewart and young 
Henning, the robber issued secret orders to have 
the character of the former blasted by the most 
injurious rumors during his absence, and he also 
furnished his retainers an aceurate description of 
the young man’s person, that he might be cut 
off by violence, and his mouth in that way ef- 
fectually closed. No meney or exertions were

once, to break the accuser’s testimony down, 
by Jegal imputation. 

To this end, he concocted and addressed a 
circuidr letter to his chief men in Arkansas, and 
on the river, directing them to have witnesses 
prepared for the day of trial, to swear that 
Stewart and himself stopped at their houses on 
the celebrated jaunt in question, and that while 
there, Stewart had informed them that he was 
tracking the prisoner on suspicion of his having 
stolen some negroes in Madivon, Tennessee, and 
that if he succeeded in convicting him he was 
to receive a large reward. The witnesses were 
further to say that the story of Stewart, on the 
oceasion referred to, was rambling and incon- 
sistent, and that from the manner in which it 
was communicated they placed but little reli- 
ance upon its truth. This testimony, it was 
calculated, would be a complete offset to the evi- 
dence of Champion, Erwin, and Hargus, and the 
respectable appearance of the witnesses who 
would give it in, would make a formidable im- 
pression upon the jury. 

The following is a 
COPY OF MURRELL’S SECRET CIRCULAR LETTER. 

“This day personally appeared before us, &c., 
Jenu Barney, James Tucker, Thomas Dark, 
Joseph Dark, Wm. Moyd, &c., &c., who, being 
sworn in due form of law, do depose and say 
that they were present and saw —— Stewart of 
Yellow Busha, in the evening of the first day of 
February last, in company with John Murrell, 
at the house of said Jehu Barney, over the Mis- 
sissippi river ; and that he, the said Stewart, in- 
formed us, that he was in pursuit of John Mur- 
rell for stealing two negro men from Preacher 
Henning, and bis son Richard, in Madison Coun- 
ty near Denmark; and that he had told Murrell 
his name was Hues and he wished us to call him 
Hues in Murrell’s hearing. We also recollect 
to have heard him, the said Stewart, say dis- 
tinctly that Ae was to get Five hundred dollurs 
for finding said negroes and causing said Mur. 
reli to be convicted for stealing them. Said Stew. 
art did not say who was to give him this teward, 
but he stated that he held the obligation ef sev- 
eral rich men for that amount.”

P.S. ‘But above all things, arrest him, (the 
said witness) for passing the six twenty dollar 
bills. You will have to go out in Yellow Busha, 
Yellow Busha county, near the centre, for him. 
Undoubtedly this‘matter will be worth your 
attention, for if it be one, two, or three hundred 
dollars, the gentleman to whom he passed (100) 
it, can present it before a magistrate and take a 
judgment for the amount, and his provision store 
&c., is worth that much money. I shall eon- 
clude with a claim on you for your strictest at- 
tention. My distressed wife will probably call 
on you, and if she does, you may answer all her 
requests without reserve. Yours &c.,

The above document is admirably ingenious 
in all its parts, and while it appears only to ad- 
vise in relation to the management of an exist. 
ing state of things, it lays down a speeific, intri- 
cate and methodical system of arrangements for 
future action and guidance. Every point seems 
cared for. Stewart's interviews with Champion, 
Erwin and Col. Bayliss, which Murrell heard 
of for the first time im the testimony before the 
committing court, had suggested to his subtle 
mind the multiplication of witnesses upon that . 
point, who, by adding a little to the story, 
would introduce a fatal flaw. The idea was a 
shrewd one, for if Stewart had opened his bosom 
to strangers on one side of the river, it was rea- 
sonable for the jury to suppose he had done so 
on the other side, and more especially upon that 
side where he would most need succor, It-was 
a thought which sisuck at the root of the case, 
and that took in the scope of all his danger — 
Great ingenuity is also shown in the careful 
omission of the names of the persons whose ob- 
ligations Stewart is charged with having held 
for the five hundred dollars reward, for the omis- 
sion put it out of the latter’s power to prove the 
negative, as he could get no witnesses to rebut the 
elusive allegation. 

The postscript is the most artfal and insidious 
ofall. It presents a plot, perfect.and complete 
in all its parts, the aim of which was plainly to 
enable the villains te get Stewart in their cus- 
tody on an infamous charge, and thes enable 
thent, while pretending to carry him to Arkan- 
sas for trial, to despatch him on the way. 

Delivering this subtle document to his wife,* 
Murrell bade her attend to its sufe despatch, re- 
marking that if it reached its destination speed- 
ily, and was faithfully carried out, he had no- 
thing to fear; but adding that he was in hopes of 
breaking the d——d prison and of taking a hand 
in a portion of the business himself befere the 
time came round for trial. 

On their way south the two young men stop- 
ped at Stewart's neighborhood in the Choctaw 
Purchase. While there they called at the house 
of Clanton and a man named Wm. Vess, both of 
whom had property of Stewart's in their charge, 
and who, up to that hour, had always been re. 
garded by him as friends and honest men.-Clan- 
ton was rich and of high standing in the place, 
but Vess was poor, yet nevertheless of equal 
respectability. Stewart acquainted Clanton with 
his mission, and told him of Murrell’s arrest — 
Clanton, on hearing the latter piece of news, 
evinced a surprise and concern that would have 
excited Stewart’s suspicions had they beén be- 
trayed by a stranger: but attributing the shadow 
only to uneasiness fur his safety, Stewart as- 
sured him that he would keep carefully upon his 
guard, and not incur danger by travelling at 
night. 

On the next day the young men proceeded on 
their way to Manchester, but after searching 
around the vicinity for five or six days, they 
were told by a boatman that a: the time the

‘ On his road back he found that the arrest of 
Morrell was generally known throughout the 
‘country, but he was also frequently reminded of 


. the dangers he had incurred, and of the arduous 


and unthankful task he had assumed, by the dis- 
paraging tumors which met his ears in{relation 
to himself. Allafiected to rejoice in the capture 
of the ruffian whose bands had [so long been a 
pest and terror to the country, but still there 
‘were very many who sneered at the eaptor, and 
‘who insinuated that he was (merely a treaecher- 
ous and dissatisfied associate, who through hate. 
or envy, or some still baser motive, had betrayed 
his chief. It was not difficult for Stewart to 
asc¥ibe these rumors to their proper source, nor 
to utiderstand their aim, and he therefore did 
not suffer them to either. alarm or discourage 
him from his purpose. He pursued his course 
to Madison, reported his mission, and lodged his 
corroborative certificate in trusty hands for use 
at the propertime. He found in Madison the 
same spirit of detraction and abuse that he had 
discovered at points along the road. As the 
most of this, however, was confined to a certain 
class of people of no influence or standing, he did 
not affect to notice it, but he grappled with two 
or three slanders, which came from people 
whose apparent position gave their ussertions 
influence, and exposed their utterers to public 
shame. The contest. was unequal, but still he 
did not despair. His enemies were numerous

The 
chiefchafed at his imprisonment, and while he 
upbraided his followers with inertness and neg- 
Jeet in suffering Stewart to go and come from 
one end of the country at pleasure and unharm- 





ed, he also rebuked them for not releasing him 
from his irksome detention by force. These 
complaints lent new vigor to the debates of the 
councillors of the morass, and adopting a policy 
more bold than the mere dissemination of slan- 
derous rumors, they organised a chosen band of 
picked men to gather at Jackson on a certain 
aight and take possession of the prison, and they 
next balloted for the selection of a man who should 
undertake to proceed to Yellow Busha in the Pur- 
chase, and assassinate the enemy who had given 
them #0 much trouble. Both of these measures 
Were decided at the same meeting, and the 
eharge of the latter and most important of the 
two fell to a desperadc named Aker. Rejoicing 
in the chance that had conferred the bloody ex- 
pedition upon’him, this ruffian prepared himself 
for the atrocious task with the utmost relish and 
alacrity, and it is somewhat singular that on 
that very day (the first of April) on which Stew: 
art set out from Madison for home, Aker ¢om- 
menced his journey to the same place to encoun. 
ter him and take his life.

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Tue Parponine Power—Gross Fraups upon 
THE Execurive.—Since the accession of Gov- 
ernor Young to the Gubernatorial] chair, a num- 
ber of organised attempts have been made by 
corrupt police officers and hangers on about the 
prison shambles, to obtain pardons for certain 
of the most prominent and desperate thieves, 
counterfeiters and burglars in our State Prisons. 
In one or two instances these movements have 
already been successful, but there are others of 
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extend his clemency to wretches who are de- 
serving of the gallows. Indeed, few but the worst 
characters ever experience this mercy, for a man 
who suffers for his first crime, has not the bene- 
fits of a police acquaintance to assist him, and 
he has no outside associates to subseribe a fee 
and engage the services of base attornies and 
their police accomplices. 

This is the modus operandi which contioually 
challenges the exercise of the pardoning attri- 
bute. Its operation is perverse and mischievous 
in the extreme, and renders the prerogative of 
mercy a curse rather than a blessing. The evil 
will always exist, to a certain extent, while the 
monarchical attribute remains in a single hand, 
but it may be immensely abriged if the Gover- 
nor wil] adopt the rule to regard with extreme 
suspicion every application for parden that is 
urged by a police officer, or that is seconded by 
the hangers-on of the prisons and the courts. 
The professional rogue, unable then to obtain 
any other reputable applicant in his behalf, will 
be obliged to remain his term out in quiet, unless 
indeed he secure the aid of a certain class of law- 
yers to perform the service in their stead.— 
These men, however, are happily so well known 
that bui little inquiry will set his Excellency 
right as to the nature of their mevements and 
their motives. We are by no means opposed to 
the exercise of the attribute of pardonitig, and 
we believe that there are at the present time 
misrepresented and innocent men in our State 
Prisons who are deserving of its visitation; but 
we are very much opposed to seeing it made a 
busiuess of, by low official hucksters, who only 
interest themselves for the worst characters 
and through the basest motives. His Excellen- 
cy will do well to bear in mind that it is the 
business of the police officers to take rogues up, 
and not to intercede to have them set at liberty. 





Conveyina Prisoners To Sine Sino AND 
Aupuan.—Under the present laws of this State, 
persons sentenced to the State Prisons are con- 
veyed thither by deputy sheriffs selected by the 
sheriff of each county. Somebody, for some 
secret reason, has engrafted a clause upon a bill 
now before the Legislature to transfer this pow- 
er to the keepers of the several State Prisons in 
order to place the business in the hands of his

It would 
hardly be supposed by a public who are in the 
habit of considering police officers as the instru- 
ments of justice, that they are the main agents 
for the release of such charyacters as these, but 
the fact will appear more plain when it is known 


deputies. It is to give employment to the keepers 
already appointed, owing te the surplus number, 
let that surplus be dismissed ; but there is no 
necessity for an increase of appointments to per- 
form a duty that is and has been well attended 
to for years past. In addition to this, the delay 
attending the giving of notice of sentence to 
keepers would oftentimes be injurious to the 
ends of justice, as in some of the jails in our 
State, escape might follow from delay and 
the responsibility then would fall upon the 





that a certain portion of these men have metho- 
dised a system, which recognises the encourage- 
ment of crime as a matter of business, and the 
first rule of which is to let rogues run instead of 
bringing them in. As an evidence of this, there 
are officers now in our police who have not ar. 
rested a professional thief or burglar for years, 
and whe, if they have, have lent no aid to their 
conviction. The rogues therefore regard these 
men as their natural friends and protectors. 
They meet and consult with them, they betray 
their enemies to them, and yery often “tip” 
them for the immunity which they are suffered 
toenjoy. If they fall by some misadventure 
into the uncivil gripe of some green officer, and 
get in “‘quod,” the members of the old police are 
the first to wait upon them in their cells and 
receive proposals to assist them through their 
difficulties. Their crime is then patched up with 
@ compromise, embracing u return of a portion 
of the plunder, or if the rogue be a counterfeiter, 
by the mysterious preduction of a lot of worth- 
less old plates or. discarded and superanuated 
notes, dragged from the cobwebs of some 
“koneyacker’s” garret, to win a nolle prosequi 
from wondering prosecuting officers, and amuse 
the public during the defeat of Justice. If the 
rogue, notwithstanding al] this maneuvering, is 
still obliged to “ suffer some,” and to take a light 
sentence, the police agent next sets himself to 
work (for an additional fee) to get him out by 
pardon. The governor receives the application 
and is told that the man has been betrayed into 
erime by designing men, that he isa fit subject 
for executive clemency; that he has evinced 
repentance and done the state some service b 
diselosing the designs of ethers, and entitled 
self to favor by returning al] the plunder in his 
possession. It is then generally added that he 
is desirous of leaving the country forever ; or 
what is still a more favorite representation, it is 
sadly stated that he has a broken constitution 
_and cannot possibly live more than a few months. 
Touched at this state of things, ard believing 
that if the man were really a hardened offender 
police officers, of all men, most certainly would 
know it, the Governor is very often induced to 


sheriff, who, under the present law, relieves 
himself from such danger, by am immediate 
removal of the prisoner to the place of sen- 
tenee. This contemplated change should be 
viewed with a scrutinizing eye. 





Picxrocxets Asour Tows.—During the last 
two weeks Wall street has been nearly deserted 
by pickpockets, owing partly to the fact that we 
have requested our attaches to visit the neigh- 
borhood during business hours and “‘spot’’ those 
whom they should see. The old gung, consist- 
ing of Mike Phillips, Jack Roach, uncle Tommy, 
alias the Big Frenchmas, and Henry Wilson, 
alias Scotch Aleck, have been on the ‘‘ lay” for 
the past several days about the vicinity of the 
North River Bank in Greenwich street, and the 
Fulten Bank, corner of Fulton and Pear! streets, 
changing off alternately from place to place, in 
pursuit of those transacting business at these 
institutions. A pocket book containing $80 was 
stolen at the North River Bank on Saturday last, 
and one containing $100, at the Fulton Bank on 
Tuesday. The aboye named rogues were all 
tationed at the corner of Pearl and Fulton on 
Tuesday morning, when two gentlemen attached 
to our office, came suddenly upon them, and 
they strack out like a school of mackerel when 
they “settle.” Uncle Tommy, being a little 
lame, endeavored to “stall off” by the use of a 
large red handkerchief, but ’twas no go, as the 
attempt proved his identity completely. The 
police of the second and third wards should 
make the before named points a daily resort 
during business hours, and thus protect strangers 
and others who pass in that neighborhood. 





Essex strEET Paison.—This prison is en- 
tirely too small for the accommodation of those 
sent to it by the Police office of that District, 
and an enlargement should be mgde at once of 
& wing, on the Essex street side, sufficiently 
large to construct two cells for vagrants and 
‘“¢ five day prisoners.” This will answer for the 
present, and relieve the prison from much that 
now tends to make it uncomfortable. We call 
the attention of the committee of Police of both 
boards to this subject. 





Traut or Borner or rez Wesr—We di- 


rect the attention of the reader to the report in 
another portion of this day’s paper of the trial of 
efficer Bonney of the west, who rendered him- 
self so famous by his daring atrest of the despe- 
rate murderers of Colonel Davenport. It will be 
recollected that one of the Longs, while on the 
scaffold, charged Bonney with being an associ- 
ate, and that this charge was taken up and reit- 
erated and enforced by other members of the 
band. Bonney, however, has been acquitted, and 
the attempt may now be considered as of the 
same character as the conspiracy got up by the 
Murrell gangs against the reputation and mo- 
tives of Virgil A. Stewart. Truth is very strong. 


Letrers or Mas. Myrens.— We have received 
from Philadelphia a closely printed pamphlet of 
sixty-three pages, purporting to contain all the 
letters which were written to Hoyt by Mrs. 
Myers. In reviewing these epistles we are al- 
most tempted to believe that the insidious femal¢ 
devil who contrived them, was aiming to make 
her paramour the murderer of herbusband. She 
first intoxicates him with frantic adoration, then 
seizing his inflamed imagination at its climax, 
turns its desperate heat upon the contemplation 
of her pretended wrongs. She raves that she is 
perishing by the brutality of her husband, that 
his intention is to murder her, and then shrieks 
to the paramour to save her. The falsehood of 
these presentations and the utter hollowness of 
her whole character, leave the above suspicion 
very strong against her. It is not the first in- 
stance where a degraded woman has sought to 
accomplish complete possession of a lover, over 
the dead body of her a husband: 








PunisHMENT OF Prisoxerns.—We see by the 
report of the Clinton County Prison, that some 
new experiments of discipline have been intro- 
duced in relation to the treatment of the refrac- 
tory. Formerly the “cat,” a lash with loaded 
tails, used to be the sole instrument ef torture, 
but during the last year in this prison, says the 
report, out of 181 convicts only twenty have been 
punished at all, and but three of these with the 
‘‘cat.” In the place of it, the dungeon, bread 
and water, ball-and-chain, grotesque shaving of 
the head, and in one case shocks of electricity ! 
have been made to perform the required admo- 
nition. We don’t know about the propriety of 
those shocks of electricity, although it is said 
they produced but little effect. Leave that out 
and something seems to have been gained. 





OssERVANCE OF THE SaBBATH.—The Supreme 
Court of Ohio have given their decision in the 
celebrated case (known as the Jew case), brought 
by the common council of Cincinnati against the 
Jews of that city, for peddling, hawkieg, and 
doing business on the Sabbath. 

The Jews defended the case and plead in ans- 
wer, their religious belief and their righteous 
ebservance of another day. The Court decided 
in favor of the defendants and against the city; 
declaring that the prohibition of business to 
those who conscientiously observe the ‘‘seventh”’ 
instead of the “first” day of the weck, as the 
sabbath, to be void and unconstitutional. The 
decision has given general satisfaction. 





Tur Oxp Potica.—The Old Police of the city 
of Boston have succeeded im getting a defender. 
The Herald of that city, which evidently re- 
ceives its information direct from the officers 
concerned, and which knows nothing of the mat- 
ter of itself, takes up the cudgels for them in 
downright earnest, and denies that there are 
any officers in that eity who refuse to ‘spot ” 
thieves, or who, like some of the old, regime 
of this city and Philadelphia, profit by winking 
at their presence in crowded thoroughfares. 
The Boston Herald is welcome to its opinion, 
and these interested are equally weleome to 
their champion. Hard werds and vehemence 
are no denial, and watil the fact can be wiped 
out that pickpockets rove the streets of Boston 
with comparative impunity from interference, 
they may as well discharge their Ajax and hus- 
band their own pulmonary leather. We are free 
to say, however, that the charge in question falls 
lighter against the Boston officers than against 
those of NewYork, Philadelphia, or Baltimore— 
but Boston is nevertheless far from being im- 
maculate.
